Washington, D. C., Dee. 8.—[Specialh ]— 
Prof. Langley’s sixty foot man-carrying 
aerodrome received its second test at 5 
o’clock this afternoon in the channel of the 
Potomac river off Arsenal point. It resulted 


in a complete failure. 
When -propelied from the launching car- 


riage with Mr. Manley, Prof. Langley’s as- | 


sistant, at the helm the big machine went on 
@ bee line for twenty yards, then pointed its 
nose upward, turn completely”over and 
dived head first into the river. Prof. Man- 
ley was rescued. . 

The machine is a complete wreck and two 
tags tried until dark to pull the remnants 
out of the soft mud of the river bed, but with- 
out success. The inventor says that. an ac- 
cident to the launching gear was responsible 
for the failure. At thé conclusion of the test 
the house boat went aground in the mud 
and stuck fast. 

Forced to Make Test. © 

Ever since Prof. Langley learned from the 
officials of the board of ordnance and fortifi- 
cations of the war department that another 
appropriation in addition .to that of $50,000 
already allotted for the construction of the 
fiying machine would not be made until it 
was demonstrated that the aerodrome could 
fly, the members of the flying machine ex- 
pedition, which spent the last summer at 
Wide Water, Va., where the machine went 
in swimming and was wrecked, have been 
making preparations for a test. 
Among the invited guests were Gen. Wal- 
lace F’. Randolph, chief of artillery, and Maj. 
McComb of the bureau of ordnance and forti- 
fications, and a number of other government 
Officials. The ascent was not made until 
nearly 5 o'clock. 

Langley Is Sanguine. 

Prof. Langley was sanghine of a success- 
ful test. Just before the launch of his in- 


vention he said the apparatus that had 
caused the unsuccessful test last summer, 


after three months of preparation, had been | 


fixed, and that everything was shipshape. 
It was nearly dark when Prof. Langley

For twenty yards it went straight as a die, 
and then its nose turned upward. 

The spectators and scientists yelled with 
delight, assured that the flight would be a 
success, as in its former brief test the ma- 
chine showed no inclination to ascend, when 
the aerodrome turned completely over and 
dived for the river bed» ee 

Mr. Manléy clung to the apparatus and 
went down with the machine, but managed 
to climb through the wreckage to the surface 
of the water without losing anything except 
his breath. He was pulled into the ambulance 
boat, wrapped in blankets, and restored with 
the contents of the black bottle. - Then he

Langley Thinking, Not Talking. 
Prof. Langley was not in a talkative mood 


} on the return trip. He explained just be- 


fore reaching the wharf that the launching 
apparatus had again proved defective, but 
he would not explain in what particular. 
Prof. Maniey said he did not feel any the 
worse for his icy bath, and no bad effects 
were apparent save a slightly heightened 
color, possibly due to the restorative meth- 
ods of the scientists in the ambulance boat.

GIVES ZION TO DOWIE. 


Judge Kohlsaat Discharges Re- 
ceivers, Creditors Consenting. 


DEBTS TO BE PAID INA YEAR 


Found That Overseer Himself Is the 
Chief Asset of Estate. 


John Alexander Dowie was restored to con- 
trol of the Zion City property yesterday 
by thé discharge of the receivers 
in the United States District court. Thé or- 
der was entered by Judge Kohlisaat after 
an agreement had been’ reached by Dr. 
Dowie, the receivers, and the representatives 
of the creditors. 

The overseer was himself in court and 
heard the fall of the gavel that marked the 
termination of the week's restraint. To the 
small crowd of his friends who hastened to 
bespeak.their. gratification he gave only his 
hearty, “I thank you.” : 

‘The news was received at Zion City at 4:30 
o'clock, The factory whistles all: blew and 
persons in the different institutions stopped 
their work and sang the doxology. . Then 
the people gathered in groups and congratu- 
lated each other. 


Terms of the Agreement. 
The compact which made possible the dis- 
charge of the receivers Was drawh up and 
signed shortly after noon in the Auditorium 


The terms, which were given in Taz Tris- 
UNE of yesterday, are: The payment of 10 
per cent of all debts in ninety days, of 26 
per cent additional in six months, 25 per 
cent additional in nine months, and the re- 
maining 40 per cent In one year, obligations 
to bear 6 per cent interest, 

In the order of the court all acts of the 
receivers are approved by Dowie, who binds 
himself to pay “all costs.of administration 
of this receivership.” Estimates of the cost 
to Zion of the receivership vary. One of the 
attorneys put it at $10,000. | 

All Parties Satisfied. | 

All the parties to the transaction expressed 
themselves as satisfied. There remains only 
one small cloud on Zion’s horizon. The peii- 
tion in involuntary bankruptcy filed by Attor- 
ney Eittelson, which precipitated the receiver- 
ship, still stands. 

“It will not be withdrawn until my clients 
are paid,” Mr. Ettelsonsaid. “‘ Iam satisfied 
with the promise of Dowie and my suit will 
not be pressed unless he fails to redeem it.” 

Receiver Fred M. Blount said that the ter- 
mination of the receivership was necessitated 
by the peculiar conditions met with 


Dowie the Chief Asset. 

Dowte is the asset of Zion City and 
properties,” one ‘of the men familiar with 
the case seid.

John Osuchowski, Mistaken for 
Strike Breaker, Shot Down.

IN MIDST OF LABOR STRIFE. | 


Police Attribute Deed to Pickets of the 
_ American Company’s Tanners. 


Mistaken for a strike breaker, as the police 
believe, John Osuchowski, a trunkmaker, 
was shot and killed at Elston avenue and 
Bradley street last evening. The crime is 
attributed by the police to union pickets of 
the striking tanners of the American Hide 
and Leather company, whose principal plant 
fs located a block from the scene of the shoot- 
ing. No witness of the shooting has as yet 
been found. 

The district has been turbulent since the, 
tanners’ strike began a month ago. One man 
was shot soon after thetrouble began. Pick- 
ets have surrounded the plant at all hours 
and nonunion men have been escorted to and 
from their work under heavy guard. 


Mistaken for Nonunion Man. 

Osuchowski was 48 years old, and for 
twenty-five years had been employed by J. 
Resnick, Halsted and Vedder streets. Walk- 
ing to his home, 562 Dickson. street, the 
trunkmaker passed the plant of the tanning 
company, and in the darkness he is sup- 
posed to have been mistaken for one of the 
nonunion men. 

The shooting occurred at 7 p. m. and for 
some time it was laid to holdup men. The 
bullet struck the victim in the chest, and 
he staggered along, as indicated by a Ifhe 
of bleedstains on the walk, to the doorway 
of a house at 22 Bradley street, where he 
was found by Mre. Anna Leits. He died 
before a physician reached him. 


Carried All His Possessions. 

The police found in Osuchowski's pockets 
a certificate of deposit for $1,000, §60 In 
money, and a gold watch. The man’s cloth- 
ing was not marked as if he had been en- 
gaged in a scuffle and it is thought he was 
shot down without warning. 

The victim left eight children and a widow, 
who have practically nothing but the money 
mentioned above. The wife and aged mother 
were prostrated when told of his death, and 
the condition of the younger women is de- 
clared to be serious. 

Within two hours after the killing of the 
trunkmaker the police arrested a score of 
strikers and others found in the vicinity. 
All professed ignorance of the affair. : 


Second Strike in Tannery. 
The strike in the tanning plant is the 
second in which the men have engaged and 
has been bitterly fought. After arbitration 
had settled the first strike the men declared 
the officials of the company violated some 
of the agreements and the second strike 
was declared a month ago.

Educational Test Not Fair. 

“To my mind an educational test for the 
admission of immigrants to the United 
‘States would be entirely ineffective,’ said 
Representative Boutell today. ‘‘ The fact 
that a man cannot read. and write does not 
indicate that he would not make a good citi- 
zen, for it has been demonstrated he does. 
Education, therefore, should not be the only 
basis upon which immigrants are permitted 
to enter this. country. What we want 
are good, honest, hard working men. We 
should establish a system in Europe which 
could look into the general character of those 
who propose coming to our shores. — 

**We should know whether or not a man 
‘believes in organized government, whether 
he is honest or has ever been arrested, and 
ascertain other ‘important facts concerning 
him. I say this should be done on the other 
side, because it is an extreme hardship to 
permit immigrants to come all the way 
across the Atlantic for examination as to 
their fitness for entrance, and reject them 
and return them to their native lands. Fre- 
quently they have no homes to return io 
because they have sold all their belongings 
and spent practically all their money in pay- 


ing their passage. 

‘*A lack Of education should not bar out 
these people, because they can educate them- 
selves here. A man who has no education 
and who is honest and hard working makes 
a far better citizen than some of the foreign- 
ers who are highly educated.and who have 
come to the United States for the avowed 
purpose of propagating the doctrines of an- 
archy. We need some new legislation on 
this subject, but it would be absurd to base 
it entirely upon an educational test." 

‘*T am In favor of stringent laws to exclude 
undesirable immigrants,’' said Representa- 
tive Curtis of Kansas today. .*‘ We should 
bar out ‘such classes, but exactly how we 
can do so is not quite clear. The educational 
test does not seem to be effective. The 
president's ‘recommendations on this ques- 
tion are wise. and I hope to see some legis- 
lation of this kind enacted in the near 


future.”’

There was every evidence in wheat of a 
greater willingness to oppose Armour than 
has been apparent since the market got well 

_on its way up from under 800. The increased 
receipts, the indications that the growing 
crop might get needed moisture, and the con- 
tinued indifference of the foreigner to any 
bull operations in this market or its supplies

Purchases were reported to be as high 
as 1,000,000 bu at Minneapolis, 500,000 bu at. 
Milwaukee, and 750,000 bu at New York. The 
general mood must have been to sell In these 
markets as well as here. for they all declined 
about at much as this. If the pit etatisticians 
were right the total Armour purchases must 
have aggregated over 5,000,000 bu in all the 
markets. There was less disposition than 
usual to assume that Armour was scalping 
the market su¢cessfully—in other words, that 
the selling which broke the price early was 
for his account. It was the pit assumption 
that Armour had to buy a great deal more 
wheat than he wanted to buy to support the 
market and that the making of so large an 
addition to the Armour line at the high prices 
of the campaign so far does not strengthen 
the position of the bull interest. The fight 
is getting to be a pretty one and was cer- 
tainly less one sided yesterday than it has 
been for some days, the market less respon- 
sive to the Armoyr byying.
